Mr. Collins pleaded for the appointment of a united committee 
representing both parties to take over the machinery of thé Govern- 
ment. There were renrarkable scenes in Dublin after the decision be- 
came known. Mr. Griffith and his fellow. plenipotentiaries were 
given a tremendous reception. . 


_ Lindon, Jan. 8, 

The news that the Dail has ratified the Treaty by a majority 
of seven has been received here with deep universal satisfaction 
2nd in Ireland with enthusfasm and.tremendous relief. Apart 
from formalities, the vote completes a bargain which ‘establishes 
Ireland as a free state of the British Commonwealth. The leaders 
of the majority have now to form a provisional Government to take 
over the various departments from the British authorities. The 
evacuagion of ‘the British forces is expected to begin ‘forthwith.
